Subject:  Noise  pollution  at  550  S.  Hill  Street 

Mr.  Thompson, 

I am  writing  to  you  on  behalf  of  the  owners  of  537  South  Broadway,  Los  Angeles,  90013  with  regard  to  noise  pollution  emanating  from  the 
parking  garage  at  550  South  Hill  Street,  across  the  alley  from  our  building.  This  has  been  an  ongoing  issue  and  I am  BCC’ing  Sara 
Hernandez,  Downtown  Director  of  CD14  and  Blair  Besten,  Executive  Director  of  the  Historic  Core  BID,  to  keep  them  up  to  date. 

We  have  been  touring  our  vacant  building  during  the  renovation  process  to  prospective  clients.  All  point  to  the  noise  from  the  exhaust  fan 
in  the  parking  garage  at  550  South  Hill  Street  as  prohibitive  to  signing  a lease  agreement  with  us.  We  have  contacted  the  Los  Angeles 
Police  Department  (Officer  Hernandez  and  Senior  Lead  Officer  Sean  Lewis),  LADBS  (Mike  Shulzinger)  as  well  as  the  BID  and  Council 
offices  in  an  effort  to  resolve  this  noise  issue. 

Building  & Safety  assessed  the  situation  and  found  the  noise  a nuisance,  but  noted  that  it  fell  outside  of  their  jurisdiction  due  to  the  fact  that 
the  noise  was  emanating  from  an  exhaust  fan  as  opposed  to  HVAC  (Heating,  VENTILATING,  and  Air  Conditioning).  He  recommended  that 
we  consult  LAPD.  LAPD  tested  the  sound  level  and  says  that  the  noise  exceeds  the  allowable  decibels  but  does  not  have  an  answer  on 
how  to  remedy  the  situation.  The  issue  has  no  resolution  at  this  point. 

It  has  come  to  our  attention  that  this  building  will  be  renovated  soon.  Is  it  possible  to  make  repairing  this  exhaust  fan  a condition  of  their 
renovation?  Is  it  possible  to  cite  a green  building  violation  due  to  the  noise?  We  have  reached  the  end  of  our  resources  and  we  are  not 
sure  how  best  to  proceed.  We  are  willing  to  work  with  the  City  and  various  stakeholders  to  see  this  through  to  a viable  solution. 

The  history  of  this  issue  is  below.  I hope  that  we  can  resolve  this  issue  together.

Detective  Betancourt,  Blair,  Sara  - I respectfully  and  humbly  ask  for  your  help  in  resolving  this  issue.  Hard  to  believe  that  after  well  over  six 
months  I have  yet  to  even  find  a division  willing  to  take  this  under  their  jurisdiction.  Personally  I don’t  see  how  this  could  have  anything  to  do  with 
the  LAPD,  but  top  brass  at  B&S  insists  this  is  an  LAPD  issue.  Were  LAPD  and  Building  & Safety  able  to  discuss  and  find  a solution?  PLEASE 
help  me  get  this  figured  out.  We  all  have  better  things  to  do,  and  it’s  unacceptable  for  people  to  have  to  chase  their  tails  for  this  long  over  a 
relatively  simple  issue. 

For  those  of  you  who  need  a refresher  on  the  issue,  my  email  to  Detective  Betancourt  from  September  is  below. 

Blair,  thank  you  so  much  for  the  introduction.  Moving  you  to  BCC.  I’ve  also  blind  copied  Sara  Hernandez  from  the 
council  office  to  keep  her  updated. 

Detective,  it’s  very  nice  to  “meet”  you.  I’m  sorry  for  the  delay  in  getting  back  to  you.  I came  down  with  strep  throat 
yesterday,  and  was  out  of  commission  until  this  morning.  It  seems  that  without  us  having  spoken,  things  are  already  in 
motion  (THANK  YOU).  I received  calls  from  Officer  Hernandez  from  LAPD  noise,  and  Mike  Shulzingerfrom  Building  & 
Safety.  It’s  obvious  both  want  to  do  whatever  possible  to  get  this  resolved,  but  don’t  necessarily  have  the  tools  or 
technical  jurisdiction  to  do  so.  I’m  told  that  higher  ups  from  both  agencies  will  be  meeting  to  discuss  and  resolve 
jurisdiction.  I can’t  tell  you  how  happy  this  makes  me  as  I would  hate  to  see  others  in  my  position  have  to  go  through  the 
same  process.  Just  my  opinion,  but  I do  believe  this  should  fall  under  Building  & Safety  given  the  fact  that  they  handle  all 
HVAC  related  issues.  I’ll  give  you  a brief  rundown  of  my  experience  just  as  a tool  for  whoever  meets  with  Building  & 
Safety. 

There  is  an  extremely  loud  noise  emanating  from  the  parking  garage  at  550  South  Hill  Street,  across  from  my  building 
(537  South  Broadway).  We  recently  purchased  the  vacant  building,  and  have  been  touring  prospective  tenants  while 
renovating.  Virtually  all  of  them  pointed  to  the  noise.  I approached  Building  & Safety  3 months  ago  with  this  issue.  They 
were  quick  to  send  Mike  Shulzinger  over  to  assess  the  situation.  He  found  that  the  noise  was  indeed  a nuisance,  but  that 
it  fell  outside  their  jurisdiction  due  to  the  fact  that  the  noise  was  emanating  from  an  exhaust  fan  as  opposed  to  HVAC 
(Heating,  VENTILATING,  and  Air  Conditioning).  He  said  he  would  love  to  help,  but  that  I would  have  to  contact  LAPD.  I 
asked  him  to  run  the  issue  up  the  flag  pole  as  I couldn’t  see  how  an  exhaust  fan  couldn’t  be  interpreted  as  ventilation.  He 
did,  and  came  back  saying  that  there  have  been  multiple  similar  cases  that  all  fell  outside  of  Building  & Safety.  I’d  be 
curious  to  know  if  those  cases  were  ever  resolved,  or  if  the  citizen  making  the  complaint  simply  gave  up  out  of  frustration. 
Feeling  I had  no  choice,  I took  the  issue  over  to  Officer  Sean  Lewis  (Senior  LAPD  lead  for  the  Historic  Core  BID).  This 
was  two  months  ago.  Until  Blair’s  email  to  you,  Officer  Lewis  was  unable  to  find  me  a clear  answer  from  the  LAPD.  I’m 
afraid  that  without  my  contact  at  the  BID  and  Counsel  Office,  I would  have  been  dealing  with  this  for  another  3 months  at 
least.  To  be  clear  I don’t  place  blame  on  either  side,  both  seem  to  be  doing  whatever  possible  to  help.  The  bigger 
problem  seems  to  be  that  neither  side  is  technically  responsible  for  issues  like  this.  I know  that  with  your  help  my 
personal  noise  issue  will  be  resolved,  and  hope  that  my  issue  leads  to  an  easy  roadmap  for  others  dealing  with  the  same 


problem.
